The Editor, 

Coleman Journal,

Dear Sir: 

We know that you will be pleas¬ 
ed to learn that the Christmas 
Seal Sale has again been brought 
to a successful conclusion. This is 
due, of course, to the more than 
100,000 Albertans who contribut¬ 
ed through the purchase of the 
Christmas Seals. Nevertheless our 
objective could not have been 
achieved without sincere interest 


and endeavor on the part of many 
people. On behalf of the directors 
and all committees of the Alberta 
Tuberculosis Association, I wish to 
express our thanks to the Cole¬ 
man Journal for the valuable pub- - 
licity received, again demonstrat¬ 
ing the genuine interest continu¬ 
ally displayed by the Journal in 
matters of public welfare. 

The generous endorsement we 
receive from the public fortifies 
our determination to press on, in 
co-operation with the Department 
of Health in our campaign to 
eradicate tuberculosis by every 
means at our command, as well 
as relieving, insofar as possible, 
some of the distress and hard¬ 
ship incidental to the disease.

or Employment 

In this columbn we publish 
questions about unemployment in¬ 
surance and employment, together 
with answers received from the 
Unemployment Insurance Com¬ 
mission. 

Following are some questions 
with answers which may be of in¬ 
terest to you, ' 

Q. I am a woman and have 
been working for over ten years. 


I have never drawn unemployment 
insurance benefit. Now I am mar¬ 
ried and will have to stop work 
definitely soon Am I entitled to 
benefit for a certain time, or have 
I paid all these years for nothing? 

A. Unemployment insurance 
benefit is only paid to a person 
who is ready, able and willing to 
work. It appears you are with¬ 
drawing from the labor market 
and therefore would not be able 
to fulfill these conditions in which 
case benefit cannot be paid to 
you. You have not, however, been 
paying all these years “for noth¬ 
ing”. Had you become unemployed

during these years benefit would 
have been paid. Unemployment in¬ 
surance is like fire insurance in 
this respect. Fire insurance pre¬ 
miums are paid year after year 
and if no Toss occurs no compen¬ 
sation is payable and np return of ' 
premiums is, or can be, made. 

Q. If a persons receives $200 in 
insurance benefit is it taxable? 

A. No. Unemployment insurance 
benefit received is not taxable. 

‘ Q. For many years I worked in 
Montreal and paid into the unem¬ 
ployment insurance fund. I never 
drew a cent Now I am back on 
the farm. I am wondering if I 
must lose the money I contributed 
or if I can get it back. I think 
my old insurance books are in 
Montreal, but I have the last one. 

A.-— The money you paid in is not 
lost. Should you become unem¬ 
ployed within two years of the 
date of your going on the farm, 
credit will be given (should you 
make a claim) for part of the con¬ 
tributions you have paid. 

Q. I have just been married, but 
previous to my marriage I worked 
for three years. I suppose I will 
lose my right to benefit if I do 
not work. As I am able to work I 
applied for a job in a factory but, 
on account of the low wages of¬ 
fered, I left after one month. I 
cannot find any suitable employ¬ 
ment. Can I file a benefit claim? 

A. You may file a claim. If you 
are a woman who has been mar¬ 
ried within the two years before 
filing your claim you will not be 
entitled to benefit unless you are 
able to n\eet the conditions im¬ 
posed by the Married Women 
Regulations There may also be 
some question of your having left 
your employment voluntarily with¬ 
out just cause. If you make a 
claim, give full particulars so that 
a proper decision may be made. 

Q. Some little time ago I was 
told to have an X-ray made of my 
lungs. The report was that I had 
a spot on one of my lungs, but I 
was ordered to undergo other X- 
ray examinations. I was in the 
hospital for some time and finally 
it was found that I had no spot 
on my lungs. During the time I 
was in the hospital I was unable 
to draw benefit. With a medical 
certificate would I be able to draw 
the benefits I was unable to re¬ 
ceive during my stay in the hos¬ 
pital? As a matter of fact I was 
not sick at all, since a mistake 
had been made. 

A. Benefit is paid during illness 
only if the person concerned was 
already receiving benefit when the 
illness began and if he did not lose 
his employment, or cease to work, 
because of illness. 

To be eligible for benefit (out¬ 
side of the circumstances recited 
above) a claimant must be avail¬ 
able for work. You would have 
been unable to fulfil this condition 
for the period of your stay in hos¬ 
pital. 

Q. I am a student and I work 
during the summer holidays Must 
I pay contributions during such 
employment? 

A. Yes. If you work in insurable 
employment contributions must be 
paid. 

Q. I was working for t^o em¬ 
ployers and earning a total of $50 
a week. I lost one of these jobs. 
The second employer is paying me 
only $20 a week. Am I entitled to 
draw benefit because of having 
lost one of these jobs? 

A. You would be entitled to ben¬ 
efit because you are* presumably, 
working less than your full nor¬ 
mal week. A claimant, whilst on 
benefit, is allowed to earn a cer¬ 
tain amount each week, such 
amount depending upon the rate 
of benefit. Any earnings in ex¬ 
cess of the amount permitted are 
deducted from the weekly rate of 
benefit. 

Q.—Should an employer return 
insurance books directly to the 
unemployment insurance office or 
give them back to his employees 
at the end of their employment 
with him? 

A—An employer must give an 
employee his insurance book when 
the employee leaves. If for good 
reason this cannot be done, then 
the employer is obliged to send 
the book to the local office

Ice crust will 
damage forage crops 

REGINA.—Freezing rains which 
have caused icing in Saskatche¬ 
wan this winter may do damage to 
forage crops in some areas, R. J. 
Milligan, irrigation cropping spe¬ 
cialist with the department of ag¬ 
riculture said. 

Crops such as alfalfa and sweet 
clover are particularly liable to 
damage by ice sheets and may kill 
out, said Mr. Milligan. 

Farmers and ranchers in the 
province who have alfalfa or sweet 
clover crops or mixtures contain¬ 
ing these crops would do well to 
check their fields now, he advised. 
If an ice crust is present action 
should be taken to break it up if 
that is feasible. 

On rolling land an ordinary drag 
harrow will do the job in most 
cases, but where a very heavy 
layer of ice exists and land is fair¬ 
ly level, a disc tiller is best to use, 
Mr. Milligan concluded.

WE NEED MORE 
JOSEPHS TODAY 

Are the times and concerns of 
men and nations in God’s hands 
and therefore beyond his own care 
and keeping in any sense whatso- 

Hardly. 

Joseph, in Old Testament his¬ 
tory, believed that God had a plan 
and purpose, both for individuals 
and nations. But this did not mean 
that he subscribed to the belief 
that this meant that man, himself, 
had nothing to do. This did not 
mean it followed that he believed 
men and nations had no part 
responsibility in God’s plan. 

Joseph worked with God, and 
with God’s laws and forces in 
ture, and so must we. The world 
needs more planning, as well 
greater production. Even when 
men lived close to the soil, 
Joseph’s day, the- danger of lean 
years made planning necessary. 
When no man such as Joseph was 
at hand to store the Lord’s bounty, 
great numbers often starved. 

If that were true then, how 
much more is planning necessary 
today, when millions live away 
from the soil, utterly dependent 
on the farmers and growers and 
distributors of food. 

We have not solved all the prob¬ 
lems, by far, in the effective han¬ 
dling of the world’s food, as to¬ 
day’s headlines testify. 

Nevertheless, achievements that 
would at one time have been « 
eidered miraculous are today 
matter of routine.

India's giant 
dam pro’ect 
gets underway 

Workmen have begun pouring 
concrete for India’s Bhakra Dam, 
the giant project which may be 
the world’s highest dam when it is 
finished in 1S31 or ’62 says the 
Family Herald and Weekly Star. 

Pouring of the concrete is sched¬ 
uled to continue nonstop for four 
years until the dam stands more 
than 700 feet—possibly 750 feet— 
above the bed of the Sutlej River. 
Hoover Dam in the United States 
now is the world’s highest at 72G 
feet. 

Bhakra Dam, thq key in a 
million-dollar Bhakra-Nangal irri¬ 
gation and power project, is rising 
in a gorge of the Sutlej in 
Himalayan foothills 225 miles 
north of New Delhi. 

Prime Minister Jawaharlal Neh¬ 
ru, described the undertaking as 
"the temple of modern India and 
its will to develop.”

Cannibalism in poultry flock 

Causes of cannibalism in the poultry flock are often obscure, 
and according to T. M. McIntyre of the Experimental Farm, Canada 
Department of Agriculture, Nappan, N.S., the cure for such a condi¬ 
tion is unknown. 

When an outbreak occurs preventive action must be taken at 
once. All affected birds should be removed from the flock, and if pos¬ 
sible, other birds showing a strong tendency towards picking should 
also be removed. Anything that might possibly contribute to the con¬ 
dition such as poor nests, insufficient hopper space, etc., should be 
corrected. 

Outbreaks are frequently attributed to overcrowding, lack of 
feeder space, high temperature, insufficient and improperly construct¬ 
ed nests and malnutrition. Though outbreaks may occur under such 
conditions in some flocks, other flocks under similar conditions have 
been free of cannibalism. There is no adequate explanation for this 
behavior. 

jn extensive feeding trials at Nappan, cannibalism could rarely 
be related to feed, feeding procedure or environment. This led to 
the assumption that dietary deficiencies are rarely responsible for 
outbreaks. 

In general, good poultry management will undoubtedly keep the 
flock healthy and productive, and do much towards holding cannibal¬ 
ism down to a minimum. Anti-pick ointments have been tried with 
some success but are considered messy to handle and require constant 
observation of the flock. Also, spectacles have been recently found 
quite effective, and many flock owners are now using them on their 
birds. 

At present, however, the one effective and sure way of preventing 
or controlling an outbreak of cannibalism is to debeak the birds. 
This is done by cutting off about one-half the upper beak between 
the tip and the nostril. Debeaking may be done with a knife or shears 
but the electric debeaker is more efficient since it cuts and cauterizes 
at the same time. If the birds are debeaked at housing, or just before 
coming into lay, further debeaking is usually not necessary during 
the laying year. However,, this operation may be done at any time 
and generally does not affect egg production. 3182
